proved by "the big three" and on 
other information collected since the 
conference fiom reliable- diplomatic 
fcources. 


"The inside story" of the treaty's 
framing is this- 


Prince Tokugawa, 
Japanese dele- 
gate, made the fust public suggestion 
that an undei standing between the 
tTnited States, Great Britain and Ja- 
pan be framed to replace the Anglo 
Japanese alliance. He then at a din- 
ner broached the subject to Arthur J. 
'Balfour and Sir Auckland CJeddes of 
the British delegation. 
SENATE; FEARED 
The British approved, his plan but 
suggested there might be som^-difli 
culty in getting it through the senate 
Tokugawa replied it might be 'in the 
form of an "understanding" not neces- 
sitating senate ratification, instead «of 
a treaty. 


Hughes, early in the conference, in 


formed Balfour and Baron Kato, chief 
Japanese delegate, that this country- 
blood for the scrapping of the alliance, 
and that the conference might as well 
go no further unless this were done. 
Great Britain and Japan stated their 
willingness to scrap the alliance un- 
der a satisfactory agreement to re- 
place it. 


Drafts then were submitted by sev- 
eral delegates, one of them by Shide- 
hara on his hick bed.

From People—Capture is De- 
fi to Natives Against Further 
Uprisings Among Seditious.

tions were taken bv British garrisons 
throughout India Saturday to piovent 
armed uprisings on the part of natives 
as news of the arrest of M. K. Gandhi, 
the famous non-cooperative leader, 
s>piead through the countrv. 


In the big cities where extra Butish 


troops were on duty quiet was re- 
ported. 
The famous Indian leader was qui- 


etly arrested at Ahmedabad, 300 miles 
from Bombay and spirited away to pre- 
vent attempts at rescue. The incarcer- 
ation of Gandhi, who is believed bi the 
natives to be a "Mahatma." possessed 
of miraculous powers is the British 
government's direct dpft to growing 
sedition in India. It is a sign that re- 
pressive measures 
have been deter- 


mined upon and 
that the moderate 


policy of Edwin S Montague who le- 
signed as secretaiy of state for India, 
has been definitely abandoned. 


MUTINY REPORTED 
Washington — Mutiny of Sikh and 
Fumjabi troops at Amballa. India, fol- 
lo.wed the arrest of Gandhi, according 
to Sailendra Ghose. tho non-coopera- 
tive- leader's representatives here.

CONFERENCE ON COAL DISPUTE 


President Harding's recommendation 


that Secretary of Labor Davis should cX- 
«rt every means to bring coal mine oper- 
ators and workers into conference in time 
to prevent a strike on April 1st meets with 
general approval. Should the conference 
not settle the disputes, it may bring out 
information on which 'the public will be 
able to pass judgment. 


Business is improving rapidly and all 


signs point to revival. Yet, manufactur- 
ing interests are not distressed with the 
prospect of a strike, as they seem to feel 
that-a strike could not last long. 


The occasion evidently calls for excep- 


tionally clear-headed leadership on the 
part of the mine workers' officers, leader-

•and generally beneficial adjustment. It is 
not a controversy that must be decided, 
but a condition that, must be met. 
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soeiatioiis have jointly conspired to keep 
construction costs exorbitant and elim- 
inate competition.

manner of devices," states the report of 
the Lockwood committee, "from the fla- 
grant matching of bids and illegal combin- 
ations between employers' and employes' 
associations, to the surreptitious fcgeucy 
of the apparently innocuous luncheon 
club, under cover of which production vras 
regulated, territory was apportioned and 
prices fixed between ostensible competi- 
tors." 


No industry needed a cleanup more 


than the building trades, and, sad to say, 
the industry is not yet purged of malprac- 
tices. 
Although(the Lockwood commit- 


tee procured 666 indictments through its 
investigations, and in twenty-nine cases 
prison sentences were enforced, quite a 
number of offenders persist in antagoniz- 
ing public interest and in defying the law. 


The construction industry, as a whole, 


is the pendulum of prosperity, and for 
this reason it must be set in balance as 
soon as possible. Commerce tunes itself 
to the swing of construction activity. It 
is strange that the contractors and work- 
men in the building industry are unable to 
realize that "they injure themselves by 
wronging the public. Wise men would 
clean up their business and adjust their 
prices and costs. If the readjustment 
cannot be had by voluntary measures, 
drastic methods will become imperative.

Budget Director 
Dawes has .recommended central super- 
vision of the work, so as to bring about 
uniformity in architectural beauty and 
fair recognition of different forces in erect- 
ing the memorials and composing the le- 
gends. 


Several excellent reasons support the 


request of the war department. It is al- 
most primary appreciation of the service 
performed by American soldiers that the 
places at which they fought should be 
marked for the information of posterity. 
The battlefields should be indicated by ap- 
propriate memorials as a reminder to Eu- 
rope of the part America played in the 
overthrow of autocracy and the preserva- 
tion of democracy. 


Unless action is taken in. .time to raise 


memorials at spots of great historic inter- 
est, authentic advice, will not be obtain- 
able. 
The desired legislation fehould be 


enacted at an early date. For onr-c 1herc 
should not be procrastination in doing 
what is plainly the appropriate and com- 
mendable thing, nor should the policy oi' 
economy stand in the way o£ prompt dis- 
charge of this national duty. 
"We ought 


to do all in our power to convince Europe 
that we really had a heart in the under- 
taking of 1917 and that we did not fight 
selfishly and sordidly, as Col. Ilavvcy has 
tried to make it Appear. The erection of 
these memorials would be visible and ever 
present testimonials of American pride in 
the part she played in the great war, as 
well as of appreciation oi' tho sacrifices 
made by her loyal sons.

Although President

Not long ago 
one o£ the men was seized with cramps of the stom- 
ach and bowels and a etoppage which I understand 
was due to lead poisoning. Ho had a second seiz- 
ure within a year, then he quit tho trade. I know 
he took a cathartic every night while he was stereo- 
typing. The lead is fused at from 450 to 600 _dc- 
g'rees F. What precautions may I take?—(S. E. A.) 


Answer—The most essential safety precaution is 


an Installation of exhaust ventilation to draw off 
the fumes. Inhalation of fumes of lead in various, 
industries is the usual mode of chronic lead poison- 
ing, and this applies even in painting and similar 
trades where lead dust may be inhaled and swal- 
lowed. Any one in an occupation involving expos- 
ure to lead should be very particular about washing 
the hands before eating anything; 
should avoid 


chewing anything while at work: avoid smoking 
while at work; never eat in the shop.

The affirmative team of Lawrence 


college placed its main argument on 
the fact that there was no alternative 
open to the working man other than 
Lhe union shop in tho case of the 
hostile emplo'yer who would not con- 
:ede any rights to labor. The affrma- 
tive team did not advocate all union 
shops in all industries, but claimed 
that "the union shop was justifiable 
where the employe needed the "big 
stick of unionism" to enforce the de- 
mands of labor. 


The Albion negative team brought 


three indictments against the closed 
shop which they demanded the affir- 
mative team justify. 
These were 
that the closed shop restricted produc- 
tion, that the closed shop was the 
domination of industry by the minor- 
ity and that the closed shop was a 
dangerous monopoly of industry. They 
based their arguments for restriction 
of industry on rules made by some 
labor unions regarding the amount of 
work which a man should do.
